~ AFTER DISCLOSING 
OF POLICE RECORD 


‘John, the Party’s Over,’ 
He Tells Sheriff — 
Third to Resign Since 
Inquiry Began Into 
Dougherty Appointees. 


Deputy Sheriff Ben Weisberg 
resigned today, the third of Sher- 
iff John F. Dougherty’s deputies 
to quit since the Post-Dispatch 
printed police and court records 
of several of the Sheriff's ap- 
pointees, including Weisberg. The 
Sheriff accepted the resignation, 
which was tendered by Weisberg 
with the remark, “John, the 
party's over.” 

Weisberg, the Post-Dispatch has 
revealed, paid a $1000 fine in 
United States District Court in 
1921, on his plea of guilty of pos- 
sessing a large quantity of sole 
leather stolen from an interstate 
freight shipment. He was arrested 
also for investigation of charges 
of arson and receiving stolen prop- 
erty. 

His Letter to Dougherty. 

In his letter of resignation, ad- 
dressed to “Dear Sheriff Dough- 
erty,” Weisberg wrote: 

“Due to the unfavorable pub- 
licity I have received in the news- 
papers, which has caused embar- 
rassment to me and also to the 
Sheriff's office, I hereby tender 
My fesignation as deputy sheriff, 
to take effect on this date. 

“I appreciate your appointment, 
and I would have served you hon- 
estly and faithfully, as I did the 
former Sheriff, Thomas H. Quinn, 
for four years; but circumstances 
are such that my time is now need- 
ed in the conduct of my oil busi- 
ness, and I feel that I can no 
longer give the required time in 
the Sheriff's office. 

“With my best wishes for the 
success of your administration— 
and I want you to know that I 
will always be at your service, and 
you have my respect and loyalty.” 

“Very Truly Yours, 
BEN WEISBERG.” 

Weisberg said, in handing copies 
of his letter to reporters: 

“I had to beg the Sheriff to ac- 
cept my resignation. I said to 
him: ‘John, the party’s over’.”

KUNMING, China, March 2 (De- 
layed) (AP).—An officer at a for 
ward American air base who fired 
two mercy bullets into the head of 
a flyer hopelessly trapped in a 
wrecked and burning plane was 
acquitted today of voluntary man- 
slaughter. 

A general court-martial of seven

returned the verdict after hearing 
10 witnesses piece together one of 
the most soul-searing episodes of 
the war. 

The defendant was a 31-year-old 
Lieutenant Colonel, commander

(No names were given in this 
dispatch.

The incident happened Jan. 18. 
Two other crew members of the 
five-man bomber were killed in 
the crash, which occurred when 
the craft overshot the runway 
and hurtled down a 60-foot em- 
bankment,. 

Witnesses said rescuers reached 
the wreckage almost immediately.

HOUSE PASSES NURSE DRAFT 


WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP). 
—House passage sent to the Senate 
today legislation requiring the 
registration of all women nurses 
over 19 and under 45 and making 
liable for induction all those not 
married before March 15, 1945. 

Before approving the measure 
347 to 42, on a roll-call vote, the 
House corrested an amendment 
that would have permitted nurses 
to evade induction by refusing to 
accept commissions. 

It adopted a requirement that 
commissions must be offered 
nurses, but refusal of a nurse to 
accept one would not prevent in- 
duction. 

The bill extends veterans’ bene- 
fit to inducted nurses and makes 
male nurses of draft age liable to 
induction as service nurses.

Russian dipatches said Red 
Army troops were sweeping across 
Wollin, first of the stepping-stone 
islands in Stettin Bay in a push 
aimed at cutting off Stettin from 
the north.

They captured the city of Wol- 
lin, 28 miles north of Stettin, on 
the coastal route leading to the 
U-boat base of Swinemuende and 
beyond to Germany’s Mecklen- 
burg province north of Berlin. 

Field dispatches to Moscow said 
the Red Army’s big guns were 
Shelling Stettin’s eastern and 
southern outskirts as infantrymen 
edged forward within sight of 
fires set in the big German port 
by Red air force raids.

LONDON, March 7 (AP).—More 
than 900 United States heavy 
bombers struck in a seven-pronged 
attack today at oil plants in the 
Dortmund area, a railway viaduct 
at Bielefeld and railroad yards at 
Soest and Siegen after Royal Air 
Force night assaults on German 
troops massed at Wesel on the 
Rhine. 

The Eighth Air Force bombers 
were escorted by 250 fighters in 
this twenty-third straight day of 
aerial blows closely co-ordinated 
with the ground attack. 

Oil targets included three benzol 
plants and a large refinery on 
Dortmund’s outskirts. Bielefeld,

Nazi General, Out of Gasoline, 


Predicts War’s End in 5 Months

WITH THE THIRD ARMY, 
March 7 (AP).—Lt. Gen, Edwin 
Graf von Rothkirch und Trach, 
59-year-old commander of the 
German Fifty-third Army Corps, 
who was captured with his entire 
staff in the Fourth Armored Divi- 
sion’s swift advance yesterday, 
predicts the defeat of Germany. 
“How can you expect to win a 
war when you have no gasoline 
and no horses?” asked the six- 
foot, leather-faced German, whose 
hair has turned snow white, 


“It will be over within four 
months—five months at the most,” 
he added in conversation with Lt. 
Alfred Maul of Milwaukee, Wis. 
His staff officers clustered about 
him nodded agreement, 


It was this German General 


whose troops encircled Bastogne 
and who received the reply of 
“nuts” from Brig. (now Maj.) Gen. 
Anthony C. McAuliffe to his de- 
mand for surrender. 

The jeeps bringing the General 
and his staff to the rear picked 
their way through endless columns 
of German prisoners going to the 
rear as our columns, lined up, for 
miles, bumper to bumper, headed 
eastward. 

“This is a picture that beats the 
drive through France,” said Lt. 
Paul W. Sheldon of Pendleton, 
Ore., as he watched. 

“Our armor is going like a bat 
out of hell and they’ll be across 
the Rhine and in Berlin before 
you know it,” Lt. Sheldon added.

Third Army spearhead driving for 
Coblenz.

Patton’s Army also was in posi- 
tion to wheel south along the 
Rhine valley toward Karlsruhe 
past such cities as Coblenz, Weis- 
baden, Mainz, Ludwigshafen, 
Mannheim and Speyer and, with 
Lt. Gen. Alexander M. Patch’s 
Seventh Army, cut off Germans 
in the Saar basin. 

Patton was beyond and behind 
the Siegfried line; Patch was be- 
fore a double belt of the fortifi- 
cations at their thickest depths. 

North of Cologne, First Army 
elements knocked off Zons, the 
last enemy pocket west of the 
Rhine between Cologne and Dues- 
seldorf. 

Reports that the Germans were 
flying many white flags in Duis- 
burg, on the east side of the 
Rhine, were unconfirmed either 
at First Army headquarters or by 
front line observers. 


Hard Fight In Wesel Area. 

In the Wesel pocket, last sizable 
German bridgehead west of the 
Lower Rhine, the Germans re- 
sisted with the utmost violence in 
an effort to rescue perhaps 20,000 
soldiers sealed in a pocket eight 
miles long and four to five miles 
wide. British, Canadian and 
American Ninth Army _§ troops 
closed within five miles of Wesel, 
Ruhr corner city. 

The Ninth Army cleaned out 
pockets south of Orsoy and gave 
the Americans a solid footing on 
the river from Cologne to Rhein- 
berg. 

The Thirty-fifth Infantry Divi- 
sion, which has in its ranks many 
men from Missouri, Kansas and 
Nebraska, ran into bitter resist- 
ance at Orssenberg, two miles 
northwest of Rheinberg on the 
south side of the Wesel pocket but 
enemy units were crossing to the 
east bank of the river in any 
sort of craft they could find. 

Determined rearguard  resist- 
ance held Canadian troops before 
Xanten at the northern corner of 
the pocket. But Bonningham 
southwest of Xanten was cap- 
tured. 

Third Army Sweep. 

Maj. Gen. Hugh Gaffey’s Fourth 
Armored Division approached the 
Middle Rhine in the Coblenz area 
after a 44-mile sweep since early 
Monday. His tanks and infantry 
captured vast stores of booty— 
stacked for miles along the road. 

Prisoners were taken by the 
Third Army by the thousands. 
The whole German line in the 
rugged lEifels was collapsing. 
Third Army losses were extremely 
light, Associated Press Corre- 
spondents Edward D. Ball and 
Thoburn Wiant reported. ; 

The Fourth Armored Division, a 
star unit of the Third Army, was 
plunging toward the Rhine in a 
narrow corridor—sometimes only 
the width of a road—extending 
like a crooked finger northeast- 
ward from the Kyll bridgehead 
east of Bitburg.. Infantry fol- 
lowed the Fourth Armored Divi- 
sion in vehicles of all descriptions. 

As the tanks raced toward the 
Rhine, the Fifth Infantry Division 
widened the corridor farther back. 
Scores of towns were taken. Most 
of their names were withheld. 


Situation in Cologne, 

First Army headquarters said a 
few snipers and remnant Germans 
still were being mopped up in Co- 
ogne, but the 25 square miles of 
the Rhineland capital was seven- 
eights cleared. 

Moving on Bonn, Lt. Gen. 
Courtney H. Hodges’s First Army 
gained up to eight miles last night. 

Hodges’s troops were approach- 
ing Bad Godesberg, the Rhine 
spa four miles south of Bonn, 
where Adolf Hitler delivered to 
the late Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain of Great Britain the 
humiliating terms which were in- 
corporated into the pact of Mu- 
nich, giving Germany a free hand 
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Large arrow indicates the American Third Army offensive 
which has shattered Nazi defenses and thrown the Germans 
back to within 14 miles of the Middle Rhine, To the north, 
the American First Army was driving on Bonn after capturing 
Cologne and was operating under a censorship “blackout.”

Third Army Advances. 

Aside from the spectacular 
Fourth Armored Division dash to- 
ward Coblenz, other Third Army 
Divisions moved ahead on a 35-mile 
front. 

At the northern end of the 
Third Army front, four divisions 
closed up to the Kyll River. The 
Ninetieth Infantry Division of 
Texans and Oklahomans pushed 
forward three miles on a six-mile 
front and captured Gerolstein, 10 
miles east of Pruem. The Fourth 
(Ivy) Infantry Division took a 
three-mile stretch of the west bank 
of the Kyll in an area 11 miles 
northeast of Pruem. The Eleventh 
Armored Division captured Ober- 
bettingen and Niederbettingen, 
both northeast of Pruem and on 
the Kyll, and crossed the river at 
one place.

2000 DETROIT WORKERS END 
STRIKE; 13,500 STILL IDLE 


DETROIT, March 7 (AP). — 
Strikes‘ left 13,500 war workers 
idle in two disputes in the Detroit 
area today while a quick settle-" 
ment in a third instance sent 2000 
others back to work. 

Management of Gar Wood In- 
dustries, Inc., agreed to hold in 
abeyance a shift change over 
which the 2000 had struck yester- 
day. Local 250 of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers (CIO) had _ pro- 
tested against a work-week of 
five 10-hour days as compared to 
an origina] six eight-hour days.

Japs Not Disorganized. 

It is plain the Japanese are not 
disorganized as they were in the 
last stages of other campaigns in 
the Pacific. From thick concrete 
pillboxes, from behind crags and 
in gullies they stood off assault- 
ing forces that outnumbered 
them, 

Marine commanders were not 
discouraged by the slow progress 
in yesterday's push which followed 
a day devoted to reorganizing 
Marine lines and bringing up am- 
munition for the concerted drive. 

American 155-mm. Howitzers 
pounded the enemy throughout 
the day and night.

GERMANS REPORT 
MAJOR RED DRIVE 
AGAINST KUESTRIN 
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RIOTING AT PRISUN 
BOMB EXPLOSIONS 
MARK ROME CRISIS 


No Further Casualties Re- 
ported in Outbreaks in 
Which Communist AIl- 
ready Has Been Killed. 


ROME, March 7 (AP).—Dis- 
ordens spread to the Regina Coeli 
Prison and sporadic bomb explo- 
sions throughout Rome punctuat- 
ed Italy’s political crisis today. 

Following yesterday’s clash be- 
fore the Royal Palace between 
Carabinieri and a crowd of about 
1000 in which a Communist dem- 
onstrator was killed and several 
persons were wounded, convicts 
and persons awaiting trial for 
Fascist crimes burst out of their 
antiquated cells at the prison be- 
fore dawn. Police and firemen 
quelled the riot with fire hose 
streams, 

Bomb bursts were heard in vari- 
ous sections of the capital and 
crowds were reported to have 
demonstrated before Carabinieri 
barracks in outlying sections. No 
further casualties were reported, 
however. 

The demonstrator killed yester- 
day was identified as Guiseppe 
Lastagna Mancini, a member of 


the Communist party, by the 
membership card in his pocket. 

Three Allied soldiers—two Brit- 
ish and one Polish—were among 
a number of persons wounded 
when police fired as the crowd 
tried to burst into the Royal Pal- 
ace, shouting “death to the King.” 

The King has not lived in Rome 
since the Italian armistice, having 
retired to a villa at Salerno after 
relinquishing his rights and nam- 
ing Crown Prince Umberto lieu- 
tenant general of the realm. 

Premier Ivanoe Bonomi’s resig- 
nation was demanded by a coali- 
tion of left-wing parties and Bo- 
nomi announced he would present 
the question to his cabinet for a 
decision today. However, no deci- 
sion was announced after the 
meeting. 

The demand for the Premier’s 
resignation was presented by a 
group composed of Communists, 
Socialists, Actionists, Republicans, 
Partisans and war veterans. 

A communique claimed that the 
Carabinieri who dispersed yester- 
day’s demonstrators did not fire 
at the crowd, but into the air. 

Escape of Gen. Mario Roatta 
during his trial for war crimes 
set off the current trouble. 

The Government announced the 
dismissal of Taddeo Orlando as 
chief of the Carabinieri. Orlando 
formerly was an army general on 
Roatta’s staff and like Roatta is 
wanted in Yugoslavia on charges 
of war crimes. The Communist 
party has demanded his ouster.

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FLEEING TOP NAZIS

Heavy Trucks Cause Span to 
Collapse, Spilling Fugi- 
tives Into River.

COLOGNE, March 7 (AP).— | 
Hitler’s supermen in  Cologne|

could not take the saturation | 
bombing of Friday, March 
The supermen began scurrying | 
for the interior of the Reich on 
that day, and the last of them left 
Saturday. 

In their haste they provoked a 
major tragedy. 

Various citizens with whom I 
have talked said there was one 
final mass exodus after last 
Friday’s heavy air attack. 
Three bridges having been de- 
stroyed and two others damaged, 
thousands of nerve-wracked Coe- 
logners used a bridge of limited 
capacity which spanned the Rhine 
near New Market place. 

Heavy vehicles were forbidden 
specifically, but the Nazi _hier- 
archy ordered trucks, presumably 
bearing documents, over the span. 
Suddenly the bridge snapped and 
sank into the river. Just how 
many fugitives were killed prob- 
ably never will be known. 

(This apparently was the Haen- 
gebruecke Bridge. The Hohenzol- 
lern Bridge is farther north.) 


35TH DIVISION HAS

RHEINBERG, Germany, March | 
6 (Delayed) (AP).— The Thirty-| 
fifth Infantry Division captured 
this pretty little German town 
near the banks of the Rhine this 
morning, and tonight had a chance 
to sip Martini cocktails made with 
a locally-produced bitters. 

One of the civilians taken here 
was Joseph Underberg, a midget 
multimillionaire whose Underberg- 
Albrecht factory in Rheinberg 
produces 100,000 bottles of bitters 
monthly. Underberg is about 
three feet tall and is followed 
about by a shaggy black dog al- 
most as tall as he is. 

Having traveled 1400 combat

COLOGNE, Germany, March 6 
(Delayed) (AP).—Once-beautiful 
Cologne no longer is the city 
known and admired by tourists 
from all over the world. The 
'famed Dom Cathedral still stands, 
but has been damaged by bomb 
hits. Practically every other 
prominent edifice in the ancient 
city, Germany’s fourth largest, has 
been wrecked. 


I came here today with Lt. Col. 
John K, Peterson of Riverside, 
Cal., who heads the largest Allied 
Military Government unit yet sent 
into any conquered German city. 


We departed from Aachen over 
one of Hitler’s superhighways. It 
had been shelled at a number of 
places, forcing us to make detours. 
We passed through ruined Dueren 
= after many detours reached 

eocklemind, on the fringe of 
greater Cologne, where the unit 
received instructions as to exactly 
where in the great city it should 
locate. 

It was 2 p. m. when we reached 
our destination. The AMG imme- 
diately settled down to work, 
though the windows in the “of- 
fices,” as is the case everywhere 
else, are broken, and light and 
heat are non-existent. “K” rations 
at present are our only diet, 


It is no fun going sightseeing 
while shooting is continuing, hence 
I can give only a preliminary re- 
port. 

The “Altstadt” (the old part of 
he city), which used to attract 
‘visitors from all over the world, 
has ceased to exist. I had taken 


‘my Baedeker with me and with- 


out it I could not have identified 
some of the ruins, even though I 
have been to Cologne a dozen 
times.

Inter-American 
ence Expected to Act 
on Resolution Today— 
Wind-up Tomorrow.

—Twenty American republics are 
about to invite Argentina back 
into the fold today provided it co- 


operates and takes the necessary |¢ 


steps to become a United Nation. 
Chief delegates have drafted the 
invitation and they said it would 
be adopted late today. 

This presumably would include 
2 declaration of war against the 
Axis and would apparently carry 
with it a ticket to the San Fran- 
cisco conference if Argentina com- 
plies. 

Argentina~ has been _ isolated 
from the hemisphere nations and 
was left out-of this conference. 


The steering committee, which 
is to adopt a resolution to this 
effect, postponed its meeting this 
morning until after the plenary 
session at 5 p. m. 

Chiefs of delegation § arrived 
around noon for the meeting but 
left shortly afterward when it 
was put off, apparently so Argen- 
tina could be the last piece of 
conference business. 


Three Suggestions. 


The statement, as it stands, car- 
ries with it practical suggestions 
for Argentina’s future conduct. 
These include: 

1. Co-operate with the other 
American nations. 
2. Practice a common policy. 

3. Carry out its own policy so 

it may become a member of the 
United Nations, obviously hint- 
ing that Argentina declare war 
on the Axis. 

The statement points out that 
there is complete solidarity among 
the American republics toward 
“threats or acts of aggression by 
any American state.” 

It says this common policy is 
found in the Havana resolutions, 
the Act of Chapultepec and in the 
fact the American republics are 
members of the United Nations. 

At the same time, the statement 
deplores that Argentina did not 
alter the cir¢umstances which kept 
it from participating in this con- 
ference. It then expresses the 
hope that Argentina “will find it- 
self in a position” to adhere to the 
principles and declaration of the 
Mexico meeting. 

Saving Argentina’s Face. 


The statement will have a 
friendly tone, and be sufficiently 
vague so as to save Argentina's 
face by not listing specific actions 
Buenos Aires. must take. 

However, as all the countries are 
expected to agree to consult be- 
fore recognizing Argentina, it pro- 
vides a firm test. Consultations 
presumably will be carried on 
through the various foreign offices 
rather than through the Pan 
American Union. 

The statement is scheduled to 
be sent to the Union for delivery 
to Argentina, however. 

The problem of whether Ar- 
gentina can appoint a delegate 
to the reorganized Union May 1 
seems to be resolving itself this 
way: 

Argentina would have to sign 
the resolution before it could ap- 
point a new delegate. 

However, it seems now that if 
Buenos Aires wanted to adhere 
only to the resolution changing 
the inter-American system and not 
fo any of the security guarantees 
passed by the conference, the 
other countries would have to ac- 
cept a new Argentine delegate into 
the revised organization. That 
would not of itself mean recogni- 
tion in any way. 

In view of the formula estab- 
lished, well-informed officials said 
the only chance they saw for Ar- 
gentina to get to the United Na- 
tions San Francisco conference 
would be a sudden, complete 
ehange in Buenos Aires—virtually 
impossible without an overthrow 
of the government. 

The government, they said prob- 
ably would find the time between 
now and April 25 too short to take 
necessary actions gradually. 

The military and political de- 
fense phases in the new inter- 
American setup have been com- 
pleted here. Provision is made 
for a permanent board represent- 
ing all American general staffs 
to protect the hemisphere and lay 
plans to put down aggression from 
within or without the continent. 

The government control of man- 
ufacture and distribution of arms 
was recommended after a proposal 
urging outright government own- 
ership of all munitions industries 
was withdrawn. 

Apprehension and punishment 
of war criminals and subversive 
agents was pledged, with careful 
definitions so as not to apply 
to political exiles and Latin Amer- 
ican revolutionaries. 

Another resolution connected 
with the pledge of support for a 
world peace agency asks that 
women be included in delegations 
to international conferences. 

The conference hopes to wind 
up most of its work late this aft- 
ernoon at a plenary session.

‘Is It Really St. Louis?’ Asks Lt. Adolpha 
Meyer, Away Since July, 1941—Lost 62 
Pounds as Prisoner of Japs. 


Lt, Adolpha Meyer, who left St. 
Louis July 10, 1941, returned last 
night, still weak and just begin- 
ning to recover some of the 62 
pounds she lost while a prisoner 
of the Japanese, but able to smile 
while her mother, brother and 
eight nursing friends hugged and 


kissed her at the Union Station. 

“It’s like a dream,” she said. 
“It’s been like a dream since we 
were liberated from Santo Tomas 
prison.” 

Lt Meyer looked around the sta- 
tion. “It’s been changed,” she 
said. “Nothing seems quite real. 
Is this really St. Louis? I only 
hope I don’t wake up.” 

Freed from Santo Tomas prison 
by American forces Feb. 3 with 
two other St. Louis Army nurses, 
Lt. Minnie L. Breese and Lt. Rose 
E. Rieper, who returned to St. 
Louis last week, Lt. Meyer stayed 
over in San Francisco to receive 
additional treatment in an Army 
hospital for amoebic dysentery, 
which she contracted in prison. 
She came by plane as far as Kan- 
sas City, where the plane was 
halted by weather, then completed 
her long journey by train, arriv- 
ing at 5:40 o’clock. 

Her Mother at the Train. 

First to greet her when she 
stepped from the train, leaning 
on the arm of a fellow-passenger, 
was her mother, Mrs. Caroline 
Meyer of 5323 Lindenwood ave- 
nue. They embraced, Mrs. Meyer 
not quite dry-eyed. 

“I wrote you, Mother,” said Lt. 
Meyer. “I wrote you whenever 
they gave me permission—every 
month.” ° 

Mrs. Meyer had received only 
two postcards from her daughter 
in the nearly three years the St. 
Louis nurse was a prisoner of the 
Japanese, after tending the sick 
and wounded until the fall of Cor- 
regidor. In that period Lt. Meyer 
received five letters from her 
mother. 

“Aside from my illness and the 
diet—we were allowed only 600 or 
700 calories of a rice food a day— 
not feeling in touch with my fam- 
ily, and never knowing when, if 
ever, I would see them again, was 
the hardest part of all,” Lt. Meyer 
said. : 
An interview with Lt. Meyer,. 
received by wireless from the 
Post-Dispatch war correspondent 
in the Philippines, Willard C. 
Hahn, was published in_ the 
Post-Dispatch Feb. 26. 

Hopes to Continue Service. 

Fof the next 60 days, during 
which Lt. Meyer will be on leave 
from the Army, she expects to 
spend most of her tii at home. 
In two weeks, however, she is 
scheduled to make a trip to 
- pringfield, where she will un- 
dergo a physical examination. 

“I hope I pass,” she said. “I 
hope I can go back on active duty 
with the Army. The boys need 
nurses, and I want to keep serv-* 
ing until the war is over.’ ° 

She admitted, however, that her 
health has not been good. She 
weighed 160 pounds when she left 
St. Louis, got down to 98 pounds 
while in prison, and now weichs 


approximately 115 pounds - still 
thin for her more than five feet, 
six inches of height. 

After embracing her mother last 
night, Lt. Meyer greeted her broth, 
er, Henry W. Meyer, who lives at 
the Lindenwood avenue address, 
and her aunt, Mrs. Martha Willers 
of Jamestown, Mo. Then the eight 
nurses who had served with Lt. 
Meyer at City Hospital came rush- 
ing to her as she entered the sta- 
tion waiting room. They included 
Mrs. George Cucchi of 6322 Vir- 
ginia avenue and Miss Elsie Lo- 
gan, City Hospital nurse, who were 
classmates of Lt. Meyer when she 
was graduated from nurses train- 
ing at City Hospital in 1926. Sub- 
sequently Lt. Meyer was superin- 
tendent of the surgical ward at 
the hospital, later a private duty 
nurse in St. Louis, and enlisted in 
the Army in response to a request 
to her through the Red Cross. 


Mother’s Cooking Again. 


Mrs. Cucchi told Lt. Meyer that 
she had written her just before 
the attack on Pear) Harbor. “All 
my letters came back to me,” she 
said. 

At the Meyer home last night 
Lt. Meyer’s mother had cooked a 
dinner especially for her daugh- 
ter. There was roast beef and 
three kinds of cake. 

“Mother’s: cooking always did 
taste best,’ said Lt. Meyer after- 
ward. 

She was disappointed, though, 
in their old dog, Chandu, a Pe- 
kinese, “He wasn’t sure whether 
he recognized me or not,” she said. 

The Golden Gate and Home. 

While receiving medical treat- 
ment in San Francisco, she said, 
she had some opportunity to ob- 
serve the changes in American 
life since she left the country, be- 
fore the United States entered the 
war. “Everyone is pepped up for 
the war,” she said. “You can cer- 
tainly tell a difference that way. | 
Then there are some little changes, 
like women’s _ skirts, They’re 
shorter.” 

Lt. Meyer’s first view of the 
United States was when the plane 
which brought her back from the 
Philippines circled over the Golden 
Gate at San Francisco. “It was 
one of the loveliest things I’ve ever 
seen,” she said, then she looked 
around her, “but not nicer than 
St. Louis.” 

Then Came the U. S. Tanks. 

All of it—her friends, the food, 
the sights and sounds of America, 
Lt. Meyer found in sharp contrast 
to the life she had known before 
her liberation. At first it was the 
war, the slow but sure retreat on 
Bataan, the inevitable fall of Cor- 
regidor, wounded and sick men 
and discouragement. Then fol- 
lowed the long months in prison. 

“I didn’t see any atrocities ac- 
tually committed,” she said, “but 
I saw some American civilians 
brought in; the women were just 
hungry and dirty, but the men— 
well, I don’t like to talk about it.” 

They never gave up hope of lib- 
eration, she said, but there were 
some days when that hope seemed 
pretty remote. Then came the 
American tanks. 

“They were

STATE SENATE VOTES MVA 
INQUIRY, THEN BLOCKS IT VOTES 10 REOPEN 


Bill for Study of TVA and Missouri Valley Is 


Passed, but Defeat of Emergency Clause 
Makes Survey Impossible.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 7.— 
Possibility of an inquiry by a Mis- 
souri committee into feasability 
of the creation of a Missouri Val- 
ley Authority similar to the TVA 
has been prevented by the defeat 
in the Senate today of the emer- 
gency clause on the Ricketts bill, 
setting up a commilission for the 
investigation. 

After passing the Ricketts bill, 
19 to 11, the Senate by the same 
vote defeated the emergenc 
clause, which required 23 votes for 
adoption, 

Under the new _ constitution, 
which will be in effect by the 
time the bill can be passed by the 
House, bills without emergency 
clauses do not go into effect until 
90 days after adjournment of the 
Legislature. This Legislature, be- 
cause of the large amount of work 
necessitated by the adoption of 
the new constitution, probably will 
not adjourn until some time next 
year, 

The Ricketts bill requires that 
the report of the committee of in- 
vestigation shall be made to the 
Governor not later than Dec, 1, 
1945. Thus the defeat of the 
emergency clause defeats the bill. 

Ricketts proposed that a com- 
mission of seven members be ap- 
pointed by the Governor to visit 
the Tennessee Valley and make a 
thorough study of the TVA and 
that it then make a study of the 
Missouri River Valley with a view 
to recommending a state policy on 
whether a Missouri Valley Author- 


The opposition voiced on the 
floor was largely on the ground 
that the inquiry would be expen- 
sive and that no recommendations 
which would follow the inquiry 
would have any effect on the con- 
gressional determination of the 
plan to be followed in Missouri 
River flood control. 

Ritketts and other advocates 
argued that the people of Mis- 
souri were entitled to have full 
information regarding river mat- 
ters, and that only by a thorough 
investigation could the informa- 
tion be made available to them. 
They insisted that Congress would 
be influenced by the expressed de- 
sires of the states which will be 
involved.

Debate on Bonus. 

Hickey’s recommendation for 
the $100 bonus, which would in- 
volve 753 high school teachers and 
supervisors in his department, 
touched off a debate between him- 
self and Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, 
board secretary-treasurer, whose 
budget estimatés show the board 
will face a deficit of almost a 
million dollars at the end of the 
fiscal year in June. 

Hickey said he would turn back 
about $250,000 in unexpended ap- 
propriations for teachers’ salaries, 
and urged that the increase be 
granted from this sum. Wiet- 
haupt said he was attempting 
zealdusly to guard the board's fa- 
vorable cash balance in view of 
an anticipated decline in revenue 
and necessary postwar expendi- 
tures.

V-DAY DRAFTED 


WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP). 
—Management and labor unions 
in every major industry received 
assurance today of a voice in de- 
ciding what plants are to be 
knocked out of war production 
after V-E day. 

With approval of War Mobilizer 


James F. Byrnes, the War Pro- 
duction Board issued a directive 
requiring the armed services to 
give advance notice of proposed 
cutbacks. 

Byrnes asked the agency to pre- 
pare figures indicating the status 
of arms output as of V-E day, 
three months later, six months 
later, and on V-J day—the date of 
Japan’s collapse. 

WPB officials, whose best guess 
to Gate is a 20 per cent cutback 
at the most, reportedly informed 
Byrnes’ office that present figures 
on Army and Navy’ equipment 
needed to fight Japan alone do 
not appear firm enough to serve 
as a basis for such detailed plan- 
ning.

“The inevitable result of 
this,” he added, “will be that 
the small powers must seek 
security in an alliance or de- 
pendence on one or other of 
the great powers. 

“That, with spheres of influ- 
ence, balance of power, com- 
petitive armaments, and the 
rest of the old bag of tricks, 
is a short way to a third world 
war.”

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Freedom of Information 


Of all monopolies, a monopoly of news is most 
vicious. It is a conspiracy in restraint of truth 
and human understanding. The war made this 
plainer, and the United Nations seem headed 
toward an international trust-busting campaign 
in behalf of truth. 

Delegates of 20 American republics yesterday 
drew up a resolution in Mexico City advocating 
freedom of press and radio, abolition of censor- 
ship and unhindered access to get and to de- 
liver news after the war. The resolution says 
that tyranny cannot exist where truth prevails. 
It says that the totalitarian method of isolating 
peoples from truth is “one of the methods most 
pernicious to humanity.” 

The Fascist powers provide the worst example 
of a monopoly of news, but there have been 
other examples. Kent Cooper, executive direc- 
tor of the Associated Press, has told how com- 
pletely international news used to be a cartel 
commodity. Three big foreign news agencies 
divided the world’s supply of news as other car- 


_ tels divided oil and chemicals. 


Mr. Cooper reports that Reuters dominated 
news in the British Empire and Asia, Havas in 
the Latin nations, including South America, and 
Wolff in Northern and Eastern Europe. There 
were monopolies on top of monopolies and with- 
in monopolies. With a head start and a great 
empire as its domain, Reuters was on top. Many 
smaller government-controlled news agencies 
were in the cartel. Larger agencies served na- 
tionalistic interests through connections with 
governments and state banks. 

The cartel left the Associated Press only North 
America as a free place to distribute news. Mr. 
Cooper says, “Reuters decided what news was to 
be sent from America. . . . The charge for dec- 
ades was that nothing creditable to America ever 
was sent.” The news cartel, he adds, led to in- 
ternational prejudice, which helped lead to war. 

In recent yéars, the news cartel has been 
breaking up. The Associated Press first joined 
it, then fought4t. Wolff ended as the discredited 
Nazi DNB agency. The war wrecked Havas. Reu- 
ters transferred ownership from individual hands 
to the British press. And two days ago, the As- 
sociated Press invaded a former Reuters domain, 
with transmission of news to India. Vice Presi- 
dent Truman observes that this will create better 
understanding among 520 million people. 

The importance of world press freedom has 
led the American Society of Newspaper Editors 
to send abroad a committee of three: Carl W. 
Ackerman, dean of the Columbia School of Jour- 
nalism; Ralph McGill, editor of the Atlanta Con- 
stitution, and Wilbur Forrest, assistant editor of 
the New York Herald Tribune. They report that 
foreign newspaper men generally approve of the 
idea of writing a free-press guarantee into the 
peace treaty. 

However, they also rcport some opposition 
from foreign government circles. A few polit- 
ical leaders seem unwilling to grant their oppo- 
sition a free press. Others fear enemy propa- 
ganda if censorship goes. Still others question 
whether it is practical to try to enforce world 
press freedom. For instance, yesterday’s Mexico 
City resolution will not force the more dictato- 
rial American nations to let newspapers say what 
they want. 

The opponents of an international free press 
are either short-sighted or foolish. Some oppo- 
sition is based on fear, which accurate news re- 
ports would do much to’end. Some criticism 
assumes that international acceptance of a great 
principle should be avoided, because a few na- 
tions might not practice it. 

A peace-loving people and their government 
need not fear truth. Truth will out, if there is 
competition in seeking it. A future news cartel 
is likely to help create another progression to- 
ward war: first, one-sided information, then prej- 
udice, distrust, fear and conflict. 

Undoubtedly, the coming United Nations Con- 
ference at San Francisco will be asked to sup- 
port world-wide freedom in the exchange of 
news. The request will produce debate, or com- 
promise, or possibly even dissension. But it will 
be a healthy request. It will be a request for 
freedom for understanding. That would do more 
than armies to protect peace.

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A Judicial Conflict 


The right to organize trade unlons depends on 
the right of free speech. The United States Su- 
preme Court has said so. Consequently, it is 
hard to understand why a Federal District Court 
in Kansas has ruled differently. 

The three-Judge court at Topeka has upheld 
a Kansas law licensing labor union business 
agents. In January, the Supreme Court held un- 
constitutional a Texas law to license paid union 
organizers. There may be a legalistic difference 
in these cases. But it is not apparent. 

The Supreme Court held that the Texas law 
limited the right to ask persons to join a union. 
The court said that when a law could cloud 
speech “with doubt, uncertainty and the risk of 
penalty, free speech is at an end.” Yet the Dis- 
trict Court held that a state could control solici- 
tation of union membership, ‘‘when that solicita- 
tion partakes of a commercial transaction.” 

The nation’s highest court, then, holds that 
soliciting union members comes under the Bill 
of Rights. A lower court says it comes under 
the heading of a “commercial transaction.” To 
complete the confusion, the minority opinions in 
these cases clash on the same grounds. 

The District Court seems to treat union or- 
Sanizing as peddling. It is not. Unions are an 
important part of democratic life, changing both 
living standards and thought. Employers are 
forbidden by national law to suppress unions, 
and states are not privileged to attempt suppres- 
sion, either. 

The Kansas license tax on business agents, 
and a $1 tax at that, may appear innocent. But 
once the principle of the tax is accepted, the tax 
could be raised. Union organizing could be 
made virtually impossible. Moreover, the power 
to license is the power to withhold a license, and 
so to destroy a union. 
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The Army has developed a plastic bullet, for 
training purposes, that goes to pieces when it 
The next war, if there is one, won't 
be fought with that kind of ammunition, however.

Two Old Issues Settled 


Are absentee ballots valid if cast by civilians 
who were within the State when they voted 
but were outside Missouri on election day? Is 
the Assessor of St. Louis County entitled to keep 
the fees paid to his office by the State for 
handling income tax returns? 

These two knotty questions were decided by 
the Missouri Supreme Court this week, and they 
were knotty only because of shortcomings and 
complications in the present Constitution. In the 
first case, the court’s verdict was Yes; in the 
second, No. That is just what the new Con- 
stitution provides, clearly and specificially, on 
both matters, so the Supreme Court will not 
have to struggle with them again.

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No Cause for Apoplexy 

Senator Byrd, voluntary watchdog of the Fed- 
eral payroll, has made his quarterly report on 
its status, and is again disturbed by its upward 
trend: an increase of 11,058 civilian employes in 
the three months ending Jan. 31. A glance at 
the Senator’s figures shows, however,. that there 
isn’t much in this to worry about. 

The major increases stack up as follows: A 
gain of 14,552 in the Navy Department, which 
has a war to fight and new ships to build. A 
gain of 532 in the War Manpower Commission, 
whose increased job is obvious to all, as is that 
of the Veterans’ Administration, which added 
1285. <A gain of 2432 in the Postoffice Depart~ 
ment, which handled. its heaviest holiday mail 
of all time in the period covered. A gain of 1955 
in the Treasury, which is pretty busy, too. A 
gain of 675 in the RFC, about which Senator 
Byrd might ask his friend, Jesse Jones. 

There are some interesting decreases, too. The 
Department of Agriculture dropped 1761 em- 
ployes in the period. The War Department, de- 
spite its big job, let 1363 go, and Selective Serv- 
ice has 1097 fewer. The National Housing Agen- 

s payroll is down by 629 names. And the 
TVA, favorite target of the McKellars, has the 
largest decrease of all: 3063. 

Until the war is won, the payroll trend will 
doubtless have to continue upward, with de- 
creases now and then in agencies that can spare 
employes. It is well to keep a vigilant eye on 
the list, but Byrd’s latest survey shouldn't raise 
anybody's blood pressure. 
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With the Russians across the Oder and the 
Americans occupying Cologne, Hitler should be 
able to smell his finish.

Gov. Dewey made pjain his whole-hearted 
support of the recommendations of the Ives 
commission against discrimination, He as- 
sured a group of New York civic leaders, 
including Charles Evan Hughes Jr., chair- 
man of the Mayor’s Committee on Unity, 
and Charles A. Collier Jr., executive secre- 
tary of the Citizens’ Committee on Harlem, 
that he believed passage of the Ives-Quinn 
bill is “an essential step in the process of 
preserving economic freedom, which is 
fundamental to human liberty.” (The bill 
was passed by the New York Legislature 
this week.-—Editor’s note.) 


The Governor’s stand bolsters strong pub- 
lic feeling that Americans must put into 
practice, as they have not done before, the 
principle of equal opportunity for all. The 
primary failure is in the strictures which 
custom and prejudice have put upon Ne- 
groes in the economic field. 


Denial of the opportunity to work, to get 
ahead, is a basic discrimination, the most 
blighting of all. Over the years, many 
laws have been passed: there are ample 
laws in this State, if laws were all, to make 
discrimination a thing of the past. They 
are not enforced, and those which concern 
social custom are incapable of enforcement, 
Only time and slow change can aid here. 


Education and Enforcement 


But jobs are different. Wartime enforce- 
ment, both nationally and locally, of fair- 
employment practices in industries which 
held Government contracts has brought Ne- 
groes wider work opportunities. When the 
Governor appointed the Ives commission 
last spring, it was under a mandate from 
public opinion to devise a program whereby 
the Negro need not revert after the war to 
his old place at the very bottom of the 
reservolr of labor. 

The members of that commission worked 
hard and earnestly for gix months. They 
were fully aware that legislation which 
cannot sustain the support of public opin- 
ion will be of little profit. 


They recommended appointment of a per- 
manent executive commission to tackle dis- 
crimination in employment, private as well 
as public. Half of the permanent commis- 
sion’s responsibility would be to conduct a 
statewide educational program against 
prejudice. The second would be to handle 
claims of employment discrimination. Legis- 
lation would restate and extend existing 
prohibitions, adding, for example, a clause 
designed to make it unlawful to refuse to 
work with Negroes. 


Quiet Conference First 


The procedure on claims calls first for 
quiet investigation, then for as quiet confer- 
ence and persuasion. If persuasion fails, 
hearings may be called and, if need be, a 
desist-and-restitution order issued. Only at 
this point can failure to comply bring 
prosecution and possible penalties. The 
commission would be the focus of efforts to 
counter unjust discrimination. Each of its 
five members would be paid $10,000 an- 
nually, a sum large enough to invite first- 
class ability. 

The temporary commission’s recommenda- 
tions embodied in the Ives-Quinn bill merit 
the utmost consideration by the Legislature. 
If valid criticisms appear when hearings 
are held, the bill can be amended in detail 
or in substance, 

In our considered judgment, 
the bill should be favorable.

How to overcome racial and religious 
prejudicé is a problem thousands of years 
old. It’s a job that has to be undertaken 
and re-undertaken in the interest of prog- 
ress. But it can’t be done unlesg there is 
a preliminary period of education and per- 
suasion, There is always danger that com- 
pulsion, however well meant, May prove’ 
more provocative than curative, 


With excellent intent, the Temporary State 
Commission Against Discrimination pro- 
posed a bill which would make it unlawful, 
with penalty up to $500 fine and a year 
in prison, “for an employer, because. of 
the race, creed, color or national origin of 
any individual, to refuse to hire or employ, 
or to bar or to discharge from employment 
such individual or to discriminate against 
such individual in compensation or in terms, 
conditions or privileges of employment.” 


Applies to Labor, Too 


Labor organizations would be under sim- 
ilar restriction in excluding, expelling or 
discriminating against their members. 


The bill would set up a permanent five- 
member State commission to receive and 
investigate complaints from any persons 
claiming to be aggrieved by such discrim- 
inatory practices, with provision for judicial 
review in the Supreme Court. 


Despite its admirable purpose and aim, 
the bill seems likely to intensify rather than 
allay the very feelings it tries to alter, 


It would invite a flood of individual 
complaints based upon grievances, whether 
real or fancied. It would tend to sharpen 
and even further embitter group conscious- 
ness by the publicity some of the alleged 
grievances might be given. Not to speak 
of the temptation for groups to inspire, 
encourage and multiply such grievances, 

It would put a heavy burden upon em- 
ployers in the matter of meeting and an- 
awering constant complaints, however iI! 
founded, that the commission felt itself 
compelled to investigate. It might soon 
overload not only the commission but also 
the Supreme Court with cases much more 
likely to arouse or strengthen prejudice 
than to overcome it, 


Unions Are Divided 


Public and legislators are divided on the 
measure. So is labor, some of the big 
brotherhoods fearing that it might force 
them to accept members not up to union 
technical standards. Motives are always 
easy to allege and denounce, but hard to 
prove and defend, 


The commission itself admits the truth 
that discrimination cannot be legislated out 
of the minds and hearts of people and 
stresses the prime need, which is educa- 
tion. It says that “to go further (than its 
bill) at this time would, in our judgment, 
court disaster.” 

Nobody has forgotten the parallel case 
of attempting to solve the moral problem 
of intemperance by an experiment, “noble 
in pyrpose,” which sought to impose pro- 
hibition upon the whole nation by law— 
but which only increased intemperance, 
particularly among the young, and bred 
lawlessness on such appalling scale that 
the country finally cried: Enough! Repeal! 


Until education has accomplished a good . 


deal more, even a well-meant bill like this 
anti-discrimination measure, would, we 
fear, retard rather than advance the prog- 
ress hoped for. The objection ig not to

Fine Novel of a Greek Family 
Under the Rule of the Germans 


“Apartment in Athens,” by Gilenway Wescott, 

(Harper & Bros., New York.) 

Nikolas Helianos and his wife are not 
the type usually encountered in novels about 
life in the occupied countries, They are 
far from heroic, nor are they collaborators. 
They have suffered, it is true, but they 
have no decided opiniong about public 
affairs, and they are ready to submit help- 
lessly to the Germans’ exactions, in the 
vague hope that they will live to see the 
day of deliverance. 

Glenway Wescott’s novel of the relations 
between conquered and conqueror is partic- 
ularly effective because he has made_ordi- 
nary, baffled, weak people his ehtét Gr 
characters. They en aback when 
a German officer/comes to live in their 
modest apartment—the wife panic-stricken, 
the husban4 timidly hopeful that all will 
go well, But they prepare to make the best 
of it, for fhe idea of resistance is to them 
remote afd somewhat fantastic,

fat happens in this Athens apartment 
is perhaps intended to be symbolic of the | 
whole German march over Europe, and it 
is plausibly so. Inexorably as a Greek 
tragedy, Nazi arrogance, brutality and 
treachery turn these mild and frightened 
people, almost in spite of themselves, into 
fiercely determined patriots. Helianos con- 
scientiously tries to get along with their 
German officer, and does find him amiable, 
even likable, at times. But at the end he 
writes with conviction born of tragic expe- 
rience, and implores a kinsman to convey 
his message to America: “The important 
thing is never to trust them.” 

The book is unevenly written, too sketchy 
at some points and voluminously detailed 
at others, loosely constructed and imperfect 
in characterizations, yet it ig a moving and 
memorable piece of writing. It proves again 
that warm and living fiction may be more 
effective than’ cold facts in driving home 
a point—this time, the necessity for mak- 
ing sure that the Germans can never again 
wage war, so that the homes of Athens 
and other cities may be forever spared 
from the presence of their alternately 
conciliatory and sadistic soldiers.

When 
the Allies agreed not ‘to play this 
game, Germany’s futur became 
that of a buffer state, which 
could be maintained either by be- 
ing strong enough militarily to 
defend itself, or by being totally 
neutralized under the supervisicn 
of all. The first is out of the 
question. But tthe second ; 
prerequisite; a neutralized coun- 
try must have the capacity for 
life; otherwise the neighbors 
would be all but forced to inter- 
vene, 

So the promises offered the 
German people by the President— 
and in a spirit fitting to a great 
humane democracy—are not made 
in the interests of the Germans, 
but in the interests of peace 
among the great powers. 

A decision to eradicate the Ger- 
man people could only mean that 
the Allies could not agree on what 
to do with them. As long as this 
possibility existed, it was impos- 
sible to differentiate between the 
masses of the German people and 
the past and present militarist na- 
tionalism of the German state. 


Sober, Humble, Sanguine. 


Once the Allies made up their 
minds to pursue a strictly mutual 
policy toward Germany, it became 
essential to differentiate. Thus 
the President, for the first time, 
in calling on the German people 
to surrender,’ individually, in 
group and in armies, twice re- 
ferred to “Kaiserism,” “militar- 
ism” and “Hiitlerism” as imposed 
on Germany, and convincingly ad- 
dressed himself to the common 
sense of the German people.

Tito, Leader of Yugoslavia 


In the principal square of Bel- 
grade are three huge posters of 
Roosevelt, Stalin and Churchill. 
Roosevelt is smiling benignly. 
Churchill looks grim. Stalin has 
the imperturbable look of Stalin. 
These posters symbolize’ the 
change that has occurred here in 
recent weeks. 

Many people in Yugoslavia, par- 
ticularly people of property, have 
clung to the belief that the Amer- 
icans and British would come into 
the Balkans with a _ substantial 
force and help restore the order 
that existed before the war. At 
least, they hoped that the pres- 
ence of a strong British-American 
force would have the effect of re- 
storing the pre-war status. Now 
that hope has all but vanished. 

It is becoming increasingly clear 
that the man with real power in 
Yugoslavia is Marshal Tito, who 
has at his back the army of Par- 
tisans who are liberating the 
country. Tito himself may even 
have had a suspicion that the 
British and Americans intended 
to intervene. It may be one rea- 
zon why he has put so much em- 
phasis on Russian asgistance in 
the war of liberation. 


Reds’ Important Role. 


You see signs everywhere of the 
part that the Russians have 
played in driving out the Germans, 
whose savagery seems to have 
been mere terrible here than in 
Western Europe. In one of the 
principal squares in Belgrade is a 
large marble monument to the 
heroes of the Red Army who died 
for the liberation of the city. It 
was put up a few days after the 
liberation. Other markers through- 
out Belgrade pay tribute to the 
sacrifices of Soviet soldiers. 

The recent anniversary of the 
founding of the Red Army was an 
occasion for prolonged official 
celebrations. It coincided with the 
visit of Field Marshal Alexander, 
top-ranking officer in the Medi- 
terranean theater, and there were 
many parties at which representa-

Undoubtedly, the visit strength- 
ened Tito’s position. He is anx- 
ious, particularly with respect to 
opinion outside the country, to 
have it understood that he follows 
an independent course and is in no 
sense under the domination of 
Yugoslavia’s powerful neighbor, 
Russia, . 


Tito’s Strong Stand. 


In the negotiations over a gov- 
ernment to rule the country, pre- 
sumably until elections can be 
held, Tito has taken a strong 
stand. The authority of Prime 
Minister Ivan Subasich of the 
London Exile Government rests on 
the claim of legitimacy of the exile 
regime, but this is a very modest 
weight to put in the balance 
against the power of Tito. 


Many here believe that the Big 
Three at the Yalta conference 
made a serious mistake in assert- 
ing that the pre-war Parliament 
should have the right to resume 
authority when a government is 
re-established. From all reports, 
this was a most arbitrary and un- 
democratic body, with the major- 
ity of members elected by one 
kind of trickery or another. 

In their pronouncement on Yugo- 
slavia, the Big Three did say that 
all members of Parliament who 
had collaborated with Germany 
should be eliminated, but the'| 
question then is who shall pass | 
on what constituted collaboration. 
Will this be left to a rene 
Parliament? 

The background of Russian | 
might is bound to have a powerful 
appeal. But still, in my opinion, | 
many will look to America in the | 
belief that, by participation in a 
world organization, the 
States, with no special interests | 
to serve, can assure some measure | 
of independence for small | powers. |

Along with this command of her 
vocal resource she has an added 
maturity of expression that makes 
her interpretations of more sub- 
tle, inward-looking songs such as 
those by Schubert quite as excit- 
ing as the big Wagnerian arias. 
Last night unfortunately, there 
was not quite enough of Schubert 
—or its equivalent—but what there 
was had an effect that was equal- 
ly appealing to the emotions and 
to the selective faculties of the 
mind. In Schubert’s “Aufenthalt,” 
she gave her audience a wonderful 
example of beautiful modelling 
and perceptive phrasing. And in 
this song she used the lower levels 
of her voice as a discriminating 
violinist uses the G-string. 

Besides the Schubert and Rich- 
ard Strauss group—all marvellous- 
ly sung—Mme, Traubel sang three 
songs by Beethoven and a group 
of miscellaneous songs including 
fying to the audience.

May Legalize 
Deer Hunting 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, March 7 
(AP),—If deer continue to multi- 
ply in Illinois, deer hunting may 
be legalized after the war for the 
first time in 42 years. 

The State Conservation Depart- 
ment made the prediction yester- 
day, saying that it expects the 
5000 deer now in the State to dou- 
ble in number within five to 10 
years. 

Harold L. Gray, State game su- 
perintendent, said tentative plans 
call for “controlled” hunting. Only 
a few licenses would be issued, 
and only a few deer could be tak- 
en under a system as yet un- 
determined. 

The department live-trapped 75 
deer in the last few weeks near 
Horseshoe Lake in Alexander 
County and distributed them in 
Shawnee National Forest in ex- 
treme southern counties. 

Gray said a herd of six deers 
placed in a game refuge in 1933 
increase to 300 within 10 years.

Brokers with milling connections bought 
wheat on the sethack but their purchases were 
not large enough to absorb the offerings. Tro- 
fessionals were hesitant about following the up- 
turn in the May contract much further, and 
the likelihood of an early peace in Europe 
and a large crop encouraged sales of the off 
options. 

Pointing up the severe decline in grain re- 
ceipts at terminal markets was the purchase of 
a small amount of wheat for March delivery at 
$1.77 %, the futures ceiling. 

Weakened buying power was most noticeable 
in the rye market. Prices broke sharply soon 
after the opening and every attempt at a rally 
brought out increased commission house offer- 
ings. The trade was nervous and quotations 
fluctuated on small orders. 

Reports of heavy country offerings of corn 
encouraged local selling and the market lost a 
half cent or more before rallying during the 
late trade, 

Cash handlers estimated a million bushels 
of corn bought for deferred delivery.

THE BLACK MARKET is a closed shop, how- 
ever for the “bright boys’—former gangsters—who 
have depots for the goods, the gangs to commit 
the robberies and the cash with whith to buy 
articles they are unable to steal. Barter among 
the black market operators is a common practice. 
If one man has a load of sugar but does not 
know how to unload it, he will turn the load over 
to a colleague in exchange for tea, for which 
he has a ready market. 

Black-market agents, in rifling railway cars, 
seek out “luxury items,” such as tobacco and 
clothing, and appear to have advance knowledge 
of the consignment in the cars, their destinations 
and unloading points.

SOME MONTHS AGO in this column I suggested as a 
wartime compromise in wedding arrangements, made neces- 
sary by the shortage of younger men at home, that the brides- 
maids also serve as “ushers.”

IGURES on fish caught and 
F aistributea commercially in 

this country indicate that we 
rate low ag fish consumers. There 
are reasons why this report’s in- 
dications have been true. Too 
many times in the last decade or 
so the shippers and distributors 
have not been as careful about 
caring for thig highly perishable 
food as they might have been. 
Even today, some distributors are 
careless with frozen fish. They 
seem to think that because the 
food is frozen or is on ice that 
it can wait and wait before it 
goes into. refrigerators or the 
freezing units. Thawing and 
draining softens the fish, allows 
delicate flavor to leach out. Fish 
is an .excellent complete protein 
food and it contains all the essen- 
tial amino acids just as does meat, 
poultry or eggs. So when it is 
hard to get all the meat we would 
like to have, we need to make a 
special effort to obtain good fish 
and then promptly cook it in de- 
licious ways. It is good practice 
to buy only enough fish for one 
meal. Fish not only absorbs 
flavors of other foods easily, but 
most all other foods which might 
be in the refrigerator quickly take 
on fish odor. Fish needs to be 
thoroughly cooked and_e served 
piping hot just as soon as it fin- 
ishes cooking. These are the little 
things that will enable you to get 
your fish dishes accepted with en- 
thusiasm,

juice, hot cooked wheat cereals, 
raisin toast, orange marmalade. 


LUNCHEON—Brains and scram- 
bled eggs; buttered peas; baked 
apple, 

Brains and Scrambled Eggs. 

For generations there have been . 
people who have been squeamish 
about eating brains. They will 
tell you they are too soft and 
squashy ever to be good food. But 
they are most successful when 


there is a complete camouflage. 
The brains in the following recipe 
make a complete hideaway. Soak 
one-half pound calf brains in cold 
water for 30 minutes. Drain and 
barely cover with boiling water. 
Add one-half teaspoon salt and 
one tablespoon vinegar and sim- 
mer 20 minutes. Drain and cover 
with cold water. Remove the 
covering and break 
brains into small pieces. Cook one 
tablespoon chopped QGhion and one- 
fourth pound (one cup) coarsely 
chopped mushrooms in three ta- 
blespoons margarine in a medium 
sized skillet over low heat, stirring 
constantly. Add brains. Add one 
teaspoon salt to six well-beaten 
eggs and beat with a fork, then 
pour over the contents in the skil- 
let. Increase heat slightly, then 
stir mixture until eggs are set. 
Turn out onto a platter. Serve 
immediately. Four servings. 

DINNE R—Broiled whitefish; 
parsley buttered potatoes; broccoli 
with lemon butter; fresh pine- 
apple salad; crusty rolls; raisin 
tarts, 

Fresh Pineapple Salad. 

Any kind of pineapple make de- 
licious salad, but when fresh pine- 
apple is cubed and marinated with 
sugar long enough to produce juice 
for the dressing there is a blend- 
ing of fresh flavors that results 
in a superb combination. Blend 
one-half cup sugar with two cups 
fresh pineapple wedges and let 


stand in refrigerator six to eight 
hours or overnight. Drain, Re- 
serve pineapple juice for the salad 
dressing. Add two tablespoons 
lemon juice to one cup diced, un- 
peeled apples and toss to coat 
them. Combine with the pineapple, 
one cup diced celery and one- 
eighth teaspoon salt. Add salad 
dressing made by pouring one-half 
cup pineapple juice in saucepan. 
Mix two tablespoons sugar, one 
tablespoon flour, one-half teaspoon 
salt and one-half teaspoon dry 
mustard and add to the juice. 


‘Bring to a boil, while stirring con-

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Troubled Days for Country Schools 


Shortage of Teachers Has Caused 1606 Missouri Schools to Close Doors.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 6. 


HE little red school house, that 

one-room hall of learning 

which provided primary educa- 
tion for many a solid, substantial 
citizen, may soon become as obso- 
lete a relic as those one-time in- 
stitutions, the filling station and 
the dusk-till-dawn night club. 
This, at least, is the opinion of 
educators throughout the country 
as they view with justifiable 
alarm the shortage of teachers, 
particularly in rural districts, 

Since the outbreak of war, 
280,000 men and women have de- 
serted the national teaching ranks, 
some for the armed forces, but 
many others for more lucrative 
jobs in industry, In Missouri 
alone, 1606 rural schools have 
closed. Those still open are, for 
the most part, being staffed by 
married women, older men and re- 
cently-graduated high school stu- 
dents. In some cases, as State 
Superintendent of Schools Roy 
Scantlin says, “They just manage 
to keep the doors open and that’s 
about all.” 

Both Superintendent Scantlin 
and Everett Keith, executive sec- 
retary of the Missouri State 
Teachers’ Association in Columbia, 
Mo., take anything but a hopeful 
view of the future teaching situa- 
tion in Missouri. 


“The disintegration of the teach- 
ing profession has taken place be- 
yond anyone’s imagination,” Keith 
said. “We simply can’t get the 
right kind of people in the profes- 
sion. First of all, there was the 
draft, which depleted our educa- 
tional. leadership from the stand- 
‘point of aggressive young men, 
and that’s what we depend on in 
rural areas. Many high schools 
have been left with no men teach- 
ers at all,” 


Second to the cal] to the armed 
forces was the call to war plants, 
which provides one of the chief 
reasons for the teacher shortage. 
The average salary for Missouri 
teachers last. year was $1338, this 
average including the relatively 
high salaries paid in St. Louis and 
Kansas City. The average salary 
in rural districts was $770 for the 
year, with 1000 teachers receiving 
less than $600. It would certainly 
take an unusually high-minded, 
public-spirited, unselfish person to 
remain at a teaching job and ig- 
nore the salaries available in in- 
dustrial jobs. 

“Then, too, there was the in- 
creased cost of living,” Keith 
pointed out. “Many felt they were 
forced to get out and make ends 
meet financially. Others worried 
over the lack of security. They 
fear for their old age and know 
they’ll be unable to save at the 
wages they’re paid. Another rea- 
son given is the insecurity of the 
teaching position. Many asked, 
‘How do I know if I remain at this 
job at one-fourth the salary I 
could get that I won’t be summari- 
ly replaced at the end of the war?’

their jobs because of the com- 
munity attitude toward teaching. 
Some communities still regard 
teachers as slaves of the com- 
munity, or they try to tell them 
how and what to teach.” 


All of this has led to a situation 
of extreme gravity. In some com- 
munities, Keith said, high school 
students are being pressed into 
teaching service in their own 
schools as soon as they have 
graduated. In one community the 
man who runs the motion picture 
Show also teaches school. Often 
a local pastor has to take over. 
With added burdens placed on su- 
perintendents of schools, many of 
them have resigned. The super- 
intendent in Fredericktown, for 
example, had to handle the War 
Bond drive, the War Chest drive 
and the Red Cross drive, after 
which he resigned and went to 
California to work in a war plant. 
Where schools are in operation 
in small communities, married 
women who may have once re- 
signed and have since been called 
back have’ managed to save the 


situation. 
| scantiin showed us a report by 

W. F. Hupe, “dean of county su- 
perintendents” in Montgomery 
County. Hupe reported that 24 
rural schools had closed and 48 
were still in operation. They 
were schools with such names as 
Crabapple Grove, Cross Roads, 
Prairie Flower, Sunbeam and 
many of the teachers’ names were 
prefixed by Mrs. 

“There’s no optimism about this 
situation,” Scantlin said. “Most of 
us think it’s going to be worse 
next year because many of the 
married women and older people 
have been teaching temporarily 
but have indicated they don’t want 
to take jobs next year. They 
were willing to work for a year 
or two but don’t want to continue. 
In addition to that, we've hardly 
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Enrollment in the teachers’ col- 
leges has fallen off 60 per cent, 
and we've lowered the average 
teacher’s training one year in the 
last two years alone, 

“I think we can hark back to 
the White House conference last 
summer,” he continued, “and say 
they hit a good note when they 
pointed out that the rural teach- 
er should receive more pay, not 
less, than teachers in towns and 
cities, because she needs to own 
and operate a car, and she ought 
to be on the job the year round in 
order to build community spirit. 
The country people need the lead- 
ership and help of the teacher 
more than anyone else, and it’s 
my opinion that this state cannot 
go on ignoring the rural situation.” 

Not only country schools but 
also many schools in larger towns 
have been hit, perhaps not on a 
large scale but by being forced 
to close certain departments of the 
school, among them _ industrial 
arts, vocational agriculture, voca- 
tional home economics, and voca- 
tional trades and industry, Since 
vocational education will probably 
be the most rapidly growing part 
of the postwar educational field, 
this is doubly serious, In Colum- 
bia, to cite only one example, 175 
students of industrial art will be 
teacherless in a few weeks when 
their teacher is drafted. 

The only place where a shortage 
of teachers does not exist is in 
the cities. In St. Louis, for ex- 
ample, there is still a slight sur- 
plus. This, as Henry A. Miller, 
personnel director of the Board of 
Education, explains, is for obvious 
reasons. St. Louis teachers are 
paid sufficiently and have enough 
feeling of security about their 
jobs that they’re not likely to de- 
sert them for quick war profits. 
Although 150 have gone into the 
armed services or the Red Cross, 
attendance has fallen off suffi- 
rss to make up for it. Also 
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& 
teachers are trained here and the 
St. Louis school system is not 
forced to go on the open market. 


The solution for the state-wide 
problem is not too easy. At the 
beginning of the war a committee 
was appointed to try to convince 
teachers that it was their patri- 
otic duty to stay at their jobs. 
This worked partially but not 
enough. At present Scantlin is 
conducting a study of rural edu- 
cation and plans to have a pre 
liminary report April 1 
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r 4 E’RE hoping for a teach- 
Wer retirement bill,” Keith 
said, “so that even if we 
can’t pay enough we can offer 
some means of economic security 
to attract the right kind of peo- 
ple to the profession. Two of our 
Allies seem to have reaized the 
significance of education more 
than we have. Early in the war 
England froze all women teachers 
to their jobs and all men over the 
age of 35. Russia has just author- 
ized increased expenditures for 
education.” 


In view of the five million men 
who were rejected from the Army 
because they could not come up 
to educational requirements, and 
in view of the many servicemen 
who will be returning to school 
under the provisions of the G. I. 
Bill of Rights, the teacher short- 
age is one that cannot be viewed 
as a war emergency only since 
the future situation is likely to 
be as serious. 


“Education is something that 
can’t wait,” Superintendent Scant- 
lin summed up. “If you need 
carpentry work done and can’t 
get anyone to do it, you can wait 
until] after the war and the build- 
ing probably won’t fall down, but 
there’s only one time for a child 
to go to school. Children have a 
way of growing up and if they 
don’t get their education at the 
right time they just don’t get it

HE same psychological error 
T committed by West in today’s 
deal has smoothed the path 
for countless declarers. 
East, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 


The bidding: 


East South 
1 club Double Pass 1 spade 
Pass 3 hearts Pass 3 po trump 
Pass 4 hearts (final bid) 


West opened the top card of 
his partner’s bid. The club jack 
was played from dummy, East 
covered, and South won. Now 
South led a diamond to the queen, 
returned the trump deuce and put 
up the king. West won and lead 
another club. Winning with the 
queen, declarer then successfully 
finessed against the trump jack. 


It seems to go against the grain 
of almost all players to let a king 
hold when they can smother it 
with the ace, but that restraint is 
often urgently required. Declar- 
er’s action in entering dummy 


West North 


" with the diamond queen and lead- 


ing a trump toward the closed 
hand was evidence that he lacked 
some other trump honor besides 
the ace. With a holding of seven 
trumps headed by K-J-10 he prob- 
ably would have put in the jack, 
playing East, the opening bidder, 
for A-Q-x; hence his actual play 
of the king strongly suggested 
that he lacked the jack rather 
than the queen. If West had un- 
hestitingly played low on the 
king, declarer, not being a mind- 
reader, would have returned to 
dummy with a club for another 
trump lead toward the closed 
hand, and when East again played 
low, he would put up the queen as 
the natural and correct play. Now 
East’s jack would become the set- 
ting trick,
